The  unseas^ml  varn  weather  during,  the  last  two  weeks  of  March 
has  had  a very  marked  effect  011  snow  oover  in  Alaska®  Several 
of  the  c curses  at  low  elevations  have  lost  all  their  snow 
cover  ® 

Southeast  sirw  courses  have  lost  some  of  their  snow  depth,  but 
the  total  water  content  is  only  slightly  lower  than  a month 
ago® 

The  Leg  Cabin  mow  course  in  British  Columbia  shows  2 inches 
lower  snow  depth  than  last  year,  with  4»2  more  water  content® 

In  general,  there  has  been  little  change  in  water  content  of 
the  Chena  River  snow  courses  since  the  March  measurements,  but 
these  courses  are  all  below  the  four-year  average  for  April  1st. 

Two  of  our  oldest  courses,  namely.  Sheep  Mountain  and  Worthington 
Glacier,  have  the  lowest  snow  depth  and  water  content  since  they 
were  established  in  1958 »
